Martin Starts as City 
AdmTifistrator 


Done What?” of municipal government. His credits 
could be divided among five men, and leave each with 
an impressive background. Having served as City At¬ 
torney for nine different cities, Martin has logged an 
incredible 168 cumulative years of service. City admin¬ 
istration is a relative novelty for Martin; his service as a 
City Administrator has been limited to 43 cumulative 
years with seven cities. With Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agencies, he’s logged six years as a Housing Di¬ 
rector, 74 cumulative years as Agency Attorney for five 
CRAs, and 20 cumulative years as Executive Director 
with three CRAs. Martin also served nine years as a City 
Clerk and in related positions, for a total of 316 cumu¬ 
lative years of service in various public positions. In 
between, he’s published 47 dissertations for the League 
of Cities, 14 editions of “Councilman’s Handbook,” and 
co-authored the CEB Zoning Law. 

Charles received his law degree from USC in 1947, 
and started practicing law in San Marino at the age of 
23, specializing in tax law. He said that at his early age, 
he didn’t exactly click with the upscale San Marino set, 
so he networked (before it became chic) and hung around 
City Hall, becoming San Marino City Attorney in 1953. 
From there, his credits started building. 

The Sierra Madre City Council’s goal is to choose a 
permanent City Administrator by February 1, 1997. 
Martin is not a candidate for the position on an ongoing 
basis. Part of what he does with the City will depend on 
measure FF, which is being voted on even as this is be¬ 
ing written, Tuesday morning. If FF passes, Martin 
doesn’t anticipate any major challenges for his few 
months. If it fails, there will be some hard looks that have 
to be taken at cost-cutting, but Martin says he doesn t 
know if that would be done before or after the perma¬ 
nent City Administrator is named. “The city cannot lose 
$7(X),(XX) of revenue every year and maintain its present 

level of service,” Martin said. 

The service as City Administrator will not place an 
undue strain on Martin’s duties as City Attorney; says 
Martin, “A City Attorney’s job is mostly handled by tele¬ 
phone, unless a crisis comes up. It’s not a day to day 
things.” 

Charles Martin has served Sierra Madre for a long 
time.

Preservation Ordinance 


The Sierra Madre Plan¬ 
ning Commission has 
scheduled a special meet¬ 
ing for Thursday, Novem¬

begin its review of the His¬ 
toric Preservation ordi¬ 
nance. The ordinance has 
drawn a great deal of atten¬ 
tion during the past year 
from property owners in 
Sierra Madre who are con¬ 
cerned about the provi¬ 
sions of the ordinance 
which may affect their 
•property. The Cultural 
Heritage Commission be¬ 
gan drafting the ordinance 
in 1991 after the Passionist 
Fathers’ monastery was 
demolished. It was felt 
that the current ordinance 


was vague and did not pro¬ 
vide adequate protection 
of the City’s Valuable his¬ 
toric resources. The re¬ 
vised ordinance is based 
on model ordinances 
throughout the State of 
California. Once adopted, 
it will become part of the 
City’s zoning ordinance. 

Interested parties are 
invited to attend the meet¬ 
ing which will take place 
in the City Council cham¬ 
bers at 232 W. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd.

Analysis of Data and Performance of Students 
Reveals Brighter Picture of Schools

Gerald W. Bracey, a research psychologist known for his thought-provoking 
and comprehensive analyses of educational data, addressed the myths about the 
cunent condition of American public education in his presentation, “Public Edu¬ 
cation: Exploding the Myths,” at the Duarte Performing Arts Center on Oct. 29. 

Speaking before an audience that included administrators, teachers and school 
board members. Dr. Bracey discussed international comparison studies which fo¬ 
cus on where American students rank among their foreign counterparts rather thari 
focusing on the actual performance of the students. He also spoke about the na¬ 
tional media’s concentration on reports critical of American schools, which also 
contributes to creating the myth of American school failure that people have long 
been mislead into believing and accepting. 

Citing the math and science study in the Second international Assessment of 
Educational Progress, released in Feb. 1992, Bracey said American students’ ranks 
were for the most part low. Thirteen-year-olds ranked 14th among 15 nations. After 
the study was released, the Bush Administration organized a press conference and 
it received a lot of media attention. What wasn’t looked at, Bracey said, was per¬ 
formance—American students averaged only three points below the average of 
ail nations. 

In the international reading study, released in July 1992, American 9-year-olds 
came in second among 31 nations. “In the top three reading study percentiles, 
American kids at all three levels were number one,” said Bracey. ‘That was the 
good news and not one media outlet carried it. The best American readers outscored 
the best in the world, which contradicts what you often hear, such as a quote I read, 
‘Our best are far behind the best of other industrialized nations.’ “ 

On the other hand, American 14-year-olds finishing eighth almost entirely on 
ranks. 

“The problem with ranks is, you can’t tell anything from ranks about how people 
did. Ranks hide performance.” He also added that when looking at the actual data 
and performance of students, it presents a brighter picture than the one seen through 
media reports which focus on ranks. 

“If you look at actual performance, the actual scores, they’re all very close to 
the international average,” said Bracey. 

Bracey said the results of a new international comparison study are expected to 
be released this month, but “will, like all the old ones, be talked about almost en¬ 
tirely in terms of ranks.” 

Dr. Bracey’s presentation, sponsored by the San Gabriel Valley Coalition for 
Education, was based on the Sixth Bracey Report on the Condition of Public Edu¬ 
cation, which was released last month. His annual reports are featured in the pro¬ 
fessional educators’ journal. Phi Delta Kappan. 

Mary Dougherty, an Arcadia school board members, said that Dr. Bracey’s re¬ 
port on the condition of American public education will have an impact on Arcadia 
schools. 

“It will help to get all of us looking at data in the same way,” said Dougherty. 

She said there is a lot of school-bashing going on among politicians and the me¬ 
dia. “I think we need to take a step back and take a look, as Dr. Bracey said, at the 
data and recognize that ranking students hides their performance. We need to be 
sure we’re looking at the same data and analyzing it carefully, otherwise we’ll 
address nonexisting problems and we’ll fail to address the problems we ought to.” 

Dr. Bracey concluded his presentation by saying that if one objectively looks at 
the actual data and performance of students in the U.S., you will conclude some¬ 
thing analogous to the comment made by Mark Twain when he was told of his de¬ 
mise. 

‘Twain responded, ‘The reports of my death are greatly exaggerated.’ And I 
tnink we can say the same thing about American public education.”

With over 40% of the 
voters opposed to the mea¬ 
sure, clearly not everyone 
is happy with the result. 
One person who’s ex¬ 
tremely pleased is George 
Enyedi, CPA, who has do¬ 
nated many hours of ser¬ 
vice to the City. Said 
Enyedi, “I’m the happiest 
guy in town today. This is 
a victory for the good 
people of Sierra Madre. 
We all benefit from it.” 

Doug Berkshire, City 
Treasurer, is another man 
who was “certainly glad it 
passed.”

Enyedi added that the 
measure, which preserves 
the status quo in Sierra 
Madre, will have less of an 
impact than if it had 
passed.

Along with the 
acorns these were stored. 

Indians here were great 
basket makers, which is 
California’s original art 
form. To gather the acorns 
women often wore a wo¬ 
ven, basket-like cap on 
their heads and attached to 
this was a conelike basket 
slung on their backs. 

Acorns were thor¬ 
oughly dried and then 
cracked open with a stone 
and the seed covering 
stripped off. Children 
helped with this part. The 
nut meats were ground 
into flour with a mortar 
and pestle (mano and 
metate). Large rocks with 
scooped out holes were 
also utilized for acorn 
pounding. These rocks 
can seen in many parts 
of California. 

The main problem with 
acorns, though, is that they 
contain tannic acid. This is 
great for tanning leather 
but tannin has a bitter taste 
and would be bitingly 
painful if eaten. So, the 
main chore for the women 
was to leach out the tannin. 
They would make a small 
hill of sand, scoop out the 
center and line it with lai;ge 
leaves. The pounded 
acorn meal was placed on 
the leaves and water 
poured over the meal

Have you noticed the 
heavy crop of acorns our 
oak trees are dropping this 
year? David Lofgren, 
plant consultant at the Ar¬ 
boretum, says about every 
five years, with good 
weather conditions, the 
trees will produce a 
bumper crop. 

Many moons ago when 
California was a land of 
Indians, they would have 
loved such a bounty. 
Acorns were their staple 
food and oak trees were 
abundant in California, es¬ 
pecially along the coast 
and on both sides of the 
central valley. Before the 
days of the missions and 
mission padres the Indians 
here had never learned 
farming and they domesti¬ 
cated no animals. This 
was a land of plenty, how¬ 
ever, providing many good 
food sources for these 
hunting and gathering In¬ 
dians. 

Men did the hunting 
and women were the fam¬ 
ily food gatherers. In the 
fall when the acorns were 
ripe they would leave their 
homes in a group to find 
the best source of acorns in 
their area and would fol¬ 
low a bumper crq) such as 
the one this year. They 
also gathered a wide vari¬ 
ety of very nutritious seeds
